Devotions  to  Saint 
Joseph 


Devotion  of  the  Seven  Sundays 


AN  excellent  means  to  obtain  special 
favors  through  the  intercession 
of  St.  Joseph,  is  to  honor  his 
seven  sorrows  and  seven  joys  by  the 
devotion  of  the  seven  Sundays.  This 
devotion  may  be  practiced  at  any  time 
of  the  year,  but  fervent  clients  of  St. 
Joseph  ought  to  venerate  him  especially 
on  the  seven  Sundays  preceding  his 
feast.  Then  they  may  be  assured  of 
obtaining  some  particular  favor,  and 
often  they  receive  something  much 
better  than  they  had  expected.  St. 
Teresa  tells  us  that  St.  Joseph  frequent¬ 
ly  obtained  for  her  a  much  greater 
favor  than  that  for  which  she  had 
petitioned. 

The  seven  Sundays  in  honor  of  St. 
Joseph  are  kept  in  the  following  man- 
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ner:  Receive  Holy  Communion  in  his 
honor  on  seven  consecutive  Sundays, 
and  on  each  Sunday  recite  the  prayers 
of  the  seven  sorrows  and  the  seven  joys 
of  St.  Joseph.  This  devotion  was  en¬ 
couraged  by  the  holy  patriarch  himself. 

It  is  related  that  two  Franciscan 
friars  suffered  shipwheck  on  their 
voyage  across  the  ocean.  By  clinging 
to  a  plank,  they  kept  themselves  above 
water  for  three  days,  but  were  so  vio¬ 
lently  tossed  and  buffeted  by  the  waves 
that  they  were  in  danger  of  being 
drowned.  Having  always  faithfully 
venerated  St.  Joseph,  they  now  fer¬ 
vently  invoked  his  aid  in  their  extreme 
peril.  Lo!  their  confidence  was  not  in 
vain.  The  fury  of  the  storm  abated, 
the  sky  became  clear  and  the  sea  calm. 
Their  joy  was  unspeakable  on  suddenly 
beholding  a  man  of  celestial  beauty, 
who  greeted  them  and  guided  them  to 
shore  in  safety.  Having  reached  land, 
the  two  religious  cast  themselves  at  the 
feet  of  their  rescuer  to  thank  him,  for 
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; 


they  supposed  him  to  be  an  angel.  “I 
am  Joseph,”  replied  the  apparition;  ‘‘if 
you  wish  to  do  something  pleasing  to 
me,  then  never  let  a  day  pass  without 
saying  the  Our  Father  and  Hail  Mary 
seven  times  in  honor  of  the  seven  sor¬ 
rows  I  endured  and  the  seven  joys  that 
consoled  me,  in  the  days  I  spent  on 
earth  in  the  company  of  Jesus  and 
Mary.”  After  these  words  he  vanished, 
leaving  the  two  religious  in  blissful 
rapture. 

Dear  clients  of  St.  Joseph,  you  who 
have  so  powerful  a  patron,  if  you  desire 
to  serve  him  in  accordance  with  his 
wishes,  prefer  this  devotion  to  every 
other  in  his  honor,  since  he  himself 
designated  it  and  declared  how  pleas¬ 
ing  it  is  to  him.  Comply  with  his  wishes 
in  this  regard,  and  rest  assured  that 
this  devotion  will  be  an  excellent  means 
to  obtain  precious  graces  and  favors 
through  his  intercession.  We  can  best 
recognize  our  friends  when  they  sym¬ 
pathize  with  us  in  our  j  oys  and  sorrows ; 
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this  is  where  true  charity  manifests  it¬ 
self.  And  this  is  the  reason  why  Holy 
Church  so  frequently  reminds  us  of  the 
joyful  and  sorrowful  mysteries  in  the 
life  of  Jesus,  Mary  and  Joseph.  All 
faithful  clients  of  St.  Joseph  have  joy¬ 
fully  received  the  devotion  of  the  seven 
Sundays. 

A  person  desirous  of  obtaining  a 
special  request,  may  also  have  Masses 
said  in  honor  of  St.  Joseph,  or  assist  at 
seven  Masses,  give  alms  or  fast  seven 
times,  make  seven  visits  to  a  chapel  or 
to  some  image  of  the  saint.  One  could 
make  a  novena  by  daily  saying  the 
prayers  of  the  seven  sorrows  and  joys 
of  St.  Joseph,  or  perform  the  same  for 
thirty  days,  and  at  the  close  of  that 
period,  receive  the  sacraments.  It  is 
something  very  pleasing  to  St.  Joseph 
and  a  great  act  of  charity  in  his  honor, 
to  aid  those  souls  in  purgatory  who 
during  life  practiced  special  devotion 
to  him.  In  our  various  necessities,  we 
might  promise  St.  Joseph  that  if  he 
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comes  to  our  aid,  we  will  have  one  or 
more  Masses  said  for  the  poor  souls, 
or  offer  Holy  Communion  for  them. 

Devout  clients  of  St.  Joseph,  heark¬ 
en  to  the  words  of  St.  Teresa  who  begs 
you,  for  love  of  God,  to  make  a  trial 
of  practicing  devotion  to  this  glorious 
saint;  for  she  experienced  the  power 
and  aid  of  St.  Joseph  s  intercession  in 
numerous  trials  and  necessities  in  an 
astonishing  manner. 

Devotion  in  Honor  of  the  Seven 
Sorrows  and  Joys  of  St.  Joseph 

'T'  HE  prayers  of  this  devotion  were  com- 
posed  by  the  Ven.  Januarius  Sarnelli, 
one  of  the  first  members  of  the  Congre¬ 
gation  of  the  Most  Holy  Redeemer 
founded  by  St.  Alphonsus  Liguori  in  1732. 
This  devoted  client  of  St.  Joseph  was 
penetrated  by  the  spirit  of  God  and  an 
indefatigable  zeal  for  souls.  He  died  in 
the  reputation  of  eminent  sanctity  in  the 
year  1744. 
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Holy  Church  has  approved  this  de¬ 
votion  and  enriched  it  with  the  following 
indulgences :  — 

1.  An  indulgence  of  100  days,  once 
a  day. 

2.  An  indulgence  of  300  days,  every 
Wednesday  of  the  year,  and  on  every  day 
of  the  two  novenas  preceding  the  feast  of 
St.  Joseph,  viz.:  the  principal  feast  on 
March  19th,  and  the  feast  of  the  Solemni¬ 
ty  of  St.  Joseph  on  Wednesday  after  the 
second  Sunday  after  Easter. 

3.  A  plenary  indulgence  on  these  two 
feasts  to  all  who  worthily  receive  the  sac¬ 
raments  of  penance  and  Holy  Eucharist. 

4.  A  plenary  indulgence,  once  a 
month,  on  any  day  of  Holy  Communion 
to  those  who  have  performed  this  de¬ 
votion  daily  during  the  month.  (Pius 
VII,  Dec.  9,  1819.) 

5.  A  plenary  indulgence,  applicable 
to  the  souls  in  purgatory,  on  each  Sun¬ 
day,  of  any  seven  consecutive  Sundays  of 
the  year,  to  all  the  faithful,  who,  having 
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received  Holy  Communion,  recite  the 
prayers  of  the  Seven  Sorrows  and  Joys  of 
St.  Joseph.  Conditions:  —  visits  to  a 
public  oratory  and  prayer  according  to  the 
intention  of  the  Holy  Father.  (Pius  IX, 
Feb.  1,  1847.) 

Those  who  cannot  read  can  gain  this 
indulgence  by  saying  seven  times  the  Our 
Father ,  Hail  Mary  and  Glory  be  to  the 
Father ,  after  having  fulfilled  the  other 
conditions.  (Pius  IX,  March  22,  1847.) 

Prayers 

1.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  pure  spouse 
of  the  most  holy  Mary,  as  the  trouble  and 
anguish  of  thy  heart  was  great  in  the 
perplexity  of  abandoning  thy  most  chaste 
and  stainless  Spouse,  so  too,  unspeakable 
was  thy  delight  when  the  angel  revealed 
to  thee  the  sovereign  Mystery  of  the  In¬

Through  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of 
thine,  we  pray  thee,  now  and  in  our  last 
agony,  to  comfort  our  souls  with  the  joy 
of  a  good  life  and  of  a  holy  death,  like 
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unto  thine  between  Jesus  and  Mary.

2.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  most  blessed 
patriarch,  who  wast  selected  for  the  office 
of  reputed  father  of  the  Word-made-man, 
the  grief  which  thou  didst  feel  at  seeing 
the  Child  Jesus  born  in  such  great  poverty 
was  suddenly  changed  into  heavenly 
exultation  at  hearing  the  angelical  harmo¬ 
ny,  and  seeing  the  glories  of  that  resplen¬ 
dent  night. 

Through  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of 
thine  we  beseech  thee  to  obtain  for  us, 
that,  after  the  journey  of  this  life  is  over, 
we  may  pass  hence  to  hear  the  angelic 
praises,  and  to  enjoy  the  splendor  of  the 
glory  of  heaven.

3.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  who  didst 
fufil  most  obediently  all  God’s  commands: 
the  most  Precious  Blood  which  the  Child

revived  it,  and  filled  it  with  joy. 

Through  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of 
thine,  obtain  for  us,  that  having  been 
cleansed  from  all  vices  during  life,  we  may 
expire  in  exultation  with  the  most  holy 
Name  of  Jesus  in  our  hearts  and  upon  our 
lips.

4.  0  most  glorious  St.  Joseph,  most 
faithful  saint,  thou  who  wast  a  partak¬ 
er  in  the  mysteries  of  our  Redemption,  if 
Simeon’s  prophecy  of  what  Jesus  and  Mary 
were  to  suffer  caused  thee  a  mortal  pang, 
thou  wast  filled  with  a  blessed  joy  at  the 
thought  of  the  salvation  and  glorious 
resurrection  of  innumerable  souls,  which 
he  at  the  same  time  foretold  would  thence 
proceed. 

By  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of  thine, 
obtain  for  us  to  be  of  the  number  of  those 
who,  through  the  merits  of  Jesus  and  the 
intercession  of  His  Virgin  Mother,  are  to 
rise  again  in  glory. 
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Our  Father ,  Hail  Mary ,  and  Glory  he 
to  the  Father . 

5.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  most  watch¬ 
ful  guardian  and  faithful  attendant  of  the 
Incarnate  Son  of  God,  how  much  didst 

'  thou  suffer  in  supporting  and  in  serving 
the  Son  of  the  most  High,  particularly  in 
thy  flight  with  Him  into  Egypt!  But  how 
much,  again,  didst  thou  rejoice  at  having 
always  with  thee  that  same  God,  and  seeing 
the  idols  of  Egypt  fall  to  the  earth! 

By  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of  thine, 
obtain  for  us,  that  by  keeping  far  from  us 
hell’s  tyrant,  especially .  by  flying  from 
dangerous  occasions,  every  idol  of  earthly 
affections  may  fall  from  our  heart  and 
that,  wholly  occupied  with  the  service  of 
Jesus  and  Mary,  we  may  live  for  them 
alone  and  die  a  happy  death. 

Our  Father,  Hail  Mary,  and  Glory  be 
to  the  Father. 

6.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  angel  of 
earth,  thou  who  didst  marvel  at  beholding 
the  King  of  heaven  subject  to  thy  com- 
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mands,  if  thy  consolation  at  bringing  Him 
back  from  Egypt  was  disturbed  by  the 
fear  of  Archelaus,  yet,  when  reassured  by 
the  angel,  thou  didst  dwell  in  joy  with 
Jesus  and  Mary  at  Nazareth. 

By  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of  thine, 
obtain  for  us  that,  undisturbed  by  hurt¬ 
ful  fears,  we  may  enjoy  peace  of  con¬ 
science  and  securely  live  in  union  with 
Jesus  and  Mary,  to  whom  we  commend  our 
soul  now  and  at  the  moment  of  our  death. 

Our  Father ,  Hail  Mary,  and  Glory  be 
to  the  Father . 

7.  0  glorious  St.  Joseph,  model  of  all 
holiness,  through  no  fault  of  thine  didst 
thou  lose  the  Child  Jesus,  whom  for  three 
days  thou  soughtest  sorrowing  until,  with 
a  most  joyful  heart,  thou  didst  find  Him 
in  the  temple  among  the  doctors. 

Through  this  sorrow  and  this  joy  of 
thine,  we  fervently  supplicate  thee  to 
internose  in  our  behalf,  that  it  may  never 
befall  us  to  lose  Jesus  by  mortal  sin;  but, 
if  unhappily  we  ever  should  lose  Him,  we 
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may  seek  Him  again  with  unwearied 
sorrow,  until  we  find  His  favor  once  more, 
and  so  pass  to  the  enjoyment  of  Him  in 
heaven,  there  with  thee  to  sing  His  mercies 
for  all  eternity. 

Our  Father ,  Hail  Mary ,  and  Glory  he 
to  the  Father.

Patron  of  a  Happy  Death 


IT  is  an  undeniable  fact,  that  St. 
Joseph  is  a  special  protector  of  the 
dying,  and  that  he  is  solicitous  for 
his  clients  who  are  in  their  last  agony. 
Numberless  persons  who  practiced  spe¬ 
cial  devotion  to  St.  Joseph  during  life 
have  made  this  experience.  At  the 
hour  of  death,  man  is  subject  to  untold 
suffering  and  anguish.  At  that  supreme 
moment,  every  Christian  must  undergo 
a  terrible  trial,  on  the  final  decision  of 
which  depends  eternal  joy  or  endless 
woe.  The  fury  of  hell,  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  past  sins,  the  uncertainty  of 
the  future,  the  pains  of  death,  terror  of 
the  judgment,  —  all  these  are  a  flood 
of  sufferings.  What  saint  could  defend 
us  better  than  St.  Joseph  whom  the 
whole  Christian  world  acknowledges  as 
the  protector  and  patron  of  the  dying! 

There  are  three  reasons  why  St.

His 
death  was  so  glorious;  he  died  in  the 
arms  of  Jesus  and  Mary,  and  this  is  the 
principal  reason  why  he  is  the  patron  of 
a  happy  death:  so  blissful,  so  glorious 
was  the  death  of  no  other  saint.  It  is 
said  that  days  before  St.  Joseph  died, 
hosts  of  angels  came  down  from  heav¬ 
en  to  console  him,  and  to  sing  heavenly 
canticles.  We  can  well  imagine  how 
Jesus  poured  out  streams  of  interior 
bliss  and  heavenly  consolations  on  His 
foster-father  for  all  he  had  done  for 
Him.  What  love  and  solicitude  the 
Blessed  Virgin  must  have  shown  him! 
Both  Jesus  and  Mary  closed  his  eyes  in 
death,  both  shed  tears  at  his  departure. 
Jesus  wept  over  Lazarus,  how  must  He 
have  wept  over  St.  Joseph!
